Israeli  Judges 
Try  Eichmann 

JERUSALEM,  Israel,  April  17 
(UPI) — Adolf  Eichmann  today 
lost  the  first  round  in  his  des- 
perate battle  to  escape  the  gal- 
lows for  the  alleged  slaughter  of 
millions  of  Jews  during  World 
War  II. 

Three  Israeli  judges  ruled  they 
were  not  prejudiced  and  that 
they  were  fully  competent  to  try 
the  former  Nazi  SS  Colonel  on 
15  counts  of  the  persecution,  de- 
portation and  mass  murder  of 
the  Jews. 

After  almost  a week  of  legal 
sparring,  the  “trial  of  the  cen- 
tury” began  officially  when 
Eichmann  pleaded  innocent  on 
all  the  counts  of  the  indictment. 

Eichmann  had  his  earphones 
clamped  tightly  on  his  head  as 
he  sat  in  the  bullet-proof  glass 
box  where  he  will  spend  many 
of  his  daylight  hours  for  weeks 
to  come  and  heard  Presiding 
Judge  Moshe  Landau  slam  the 
door  on  any  possible  technical 
escape.
